, The military terms decided upon for Germany will make her 
virtually impotent, even against small nations. 
Her army will 
be reduced to. 100,000 men; the number of officers must be held 
to 4,000 and her armament will be limited. 
Few aircraft, even 
for commercial purposes, will be allowed by the allies. 
“What will becodle of the German general staff?” someone 
asked w hen the terms were made public. 
“Gone, with all its paraphernalia,” was the reply from a peace 
delegate. 
The allies are in no mood to wait 
for a long drawn out decision. When 
the final terms are reached they will 
be handed to the Germans, and the 
belief now is ¡that if they are accepted 
everything will be worked out in a 
satisfactory manner within a reason­ 
able length of time, but there seem- 
to be a disposition among some of 
the Germans to bluff and force the 
allies to send troops into Germany 
to compel a fulfillment of the terms. 
Who will make up the personnel of
